Joe E. Davis, the negro who escaped 
from the city jail last Friday night, 
in company with a white prisoner by 
the name of C. R. Rhyne, was arrested 
Sunday 
morning 
by Chief of Police 
T. O. Milton and again placed In the 


lock-up- . 
Chief Milton had been busy hunting 
the men most of the time since their 
escape 
and located 
Davis early 
Sun- 
day 
morning 
at the 
home 
of 
Ben 
Gaines, a colored resident 
of 
Way-cros- s. 
In order to make sure of his 
quarry, 
Mr. Milton called to his 
as- 
sistance Officer I. F. Humphreys 
and 
Jim Woodward. 
Together they 
, went 
to the house and at just about 
day- 
break 
Mr. 
Milton 
called 
up 
Gaines 
and told him he wanted Davis,' whom 
he knew to be in the house. 
The man 


was sleeping in a room on the lower 
floor and when Mr. 'Milton tried the 
door he broke from the room through 
another door at the rear of the house 
only to run up against the other 
of- 
ficers who had been placed there to 
intercept him should he try 
to 
get 
away. 
Davis was locked in one of the cells 
of the jail in company with another 
negro, LeRoy Mason, of St. Augustine, 
who 
had been arrested on suspicion 
of being implicated in the burglary of 
the Newell residence and other places. 
During the night Davis again attempt- 
ed to escape by burning his way out 
of the jail and succeeded 
in burning 
through 
one of the partitions of the 
cell, but failed to accomplish his pur- 
pose of getting out of the building, as 
a guard had been kept on the place by 
the officers. 
There now remains only 
one cell In the jail in which prisoners 
can be placed
